Climber dies after 
" fall from mountain 
in the Cairngorms 


Tributes have been paid to an expe¬ 
rienced climber who died after 
falling from a mountain in Scot¬ 
land at the weekend. 

John Wooding, 29, known as 
Jack, a Department for Transport 
lawyer from Ashtead, suffered se¬ 
vere head and leg injuries after 
falling in an ice and snow-filled 
gully called Aladdin’s Mirror in 
the Cairngorms at 2pm on Sunday. 

A mountain rescue team, police 
and an RAF helicopter were in¬ 
volved in a operation that lasted 
several hours and was carried out 
in freezing temperatures. 

He was airlifted to Raigmore Hos¬ 
pital before being transferred to

Aberdeen Royal Infirmary because 
of the extent of his injuries. He 
died on Monday afternoon. 

According to his twin brother, 
George, he was with his climbing 
partner on a very easy snow climb 
and was therefore not wearing a 
helmet when he slipped and fell 
around 40 metres. 

Willie Anderson, leader of Cairn¬ 
gorm Mountain Rescue Team, who 
helped co-ordinate the rescue in 
Coire an t-Sneachda, not far from 
Ben Macdui, the UK’s second high¬ 
est mountain, said the team had 


been dealing with a ski moun¬ 
taineer who had fallen off a nearby 
crag and broken his leg. But Mr 
Anderson said the team prioritised 
Mr Wooding’s rescue. 

He said: “He had fallen most of 
the way and was on the deep snow 
slope. We needed to get him in the 
aircraft and away.” 

His mother Margaret said her 
son and his climbing partner had 
done a risk assessment and 
thought the climb was so easy they 
did not need ropes or helmets. 

She said: “Jack often came up to 
the Cairngorms. He loved the 
mountains and knew them quite 
well. 


“He was the smartest and funni¬ 
est person you ever knew. He got a 
double first in politics and history 
at Oxford University. He was an ex¬ 
treme sportsman, philosopher and 
comedian.” 

On Facebook, Mr Wooding’s 
brother described him as a “fear¬ 
less Alpine spider-man” and said 
“he died doing what he adored and 
felt no pain”. 

Jeremy Garner, deputy head¬ 
teacher of Therfield School, 
Leatherhead, which Mr Wooding 
attended until 2002, said: “Jack was 
a popular and hardworking boy. 

“We are so sorry to hear the 
tragic news of his death.”

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Hospitals face fines 
for infection rates 


Teen charged by police 


A stolen van has been recov¬ 
ered and a teenager charged 
with failing to stop for police 
and handling stolen goods.

Doctor denies assault 


NOT ARSON: A fire that en¬ 
gulfed two homes in a quiet 
cul-de-sac is no longer being 
treated as suspicious. 

The fire on October 2 last 
year destroyed flats 17 and 
18 in Moat Court, Ashtead. 
An explosion at the time had 
led to unfounded suspicions 
it was started deliberately. 

NEW PIPELINE: Sutton and East 
Surrey Water are planning 
to build a £14m pipeline. 

The pipeline will ensure 
water supplies for existing 
and future customers. The 
majority of the new pipeline 
will be laid in open country 
and farmland between the 
Outwood reservoir and 
Buckland pumping station. 

CORRECTION: An article in last 
week’s paper, Hotel decision 
goes to High Court, said a ju¬ 
dicial review had been se¬ 
cured over a planning 
decision to allow a luxury 
hotel and golf course to be 
created at Cherkley Court. 

In fact the Cherkley Cam¬ 
paign has lodged a claim to 
apply for judicial review but 
no review has yet been 
confirmed. 


Epsom and St Helier hospi¬ 
tals are facing a fine of at 
least £1.4m after failing to hit 
their hospital infection re¬ 
duction targets. 

Between last April and Jan¬ 
uary 6, 55 patients have 
developed C diff, a bacterial 
infection that commonly oc¬ 
curs in hospital patients who 
have recently had a course of 
antibiotics. 

This is already three above 
the maximum target of 52 
set by the Department of 
Health for the trust this fi¬ 
nancial year and there are 
still two-and-a-half months 
to go. 

As the size of the fine esca¬ 
lates the more the target is 
broken, the trust could have 
to pay many millions. 

Just four more cases could 
result in a £3.7m fine, with 
this rising to £5.7m if 
63 cases are recorded in 
total.

It is at the discretion of pri¬ 
mary care trusts, which en¬ 
force the fines, as to how 
much a trust must actually 
pay for exceeding its 
targets. 

In December, the trust’s 
chief executive, Matthew 
Hopkins, said the potential 
for a £5.7m fine for infection 
control was included as part 
of the financial projections 
for Epsom Hospital’s deficit - 
one of the main reasons cited 
for the collapse of its pro¬ 
posed merger with Ashford 
and St Peter’s. 

A trust spokesman said it 
had made “significant 
progress” in cutting infec¬ 
tion rates and has seen a 75 
per cent overall reduction 
in the number of cases of 
C diff in the last five 
years. 


He said: “We recognise that 
just one healthcare-associat¬ 
ed infection is one too many 
and we are absolutely com¬ 
mitted to driving down the 
number of these cases even 
further. 

“We work hard to ensure 
our patients are protected 
from infections like C diff 
and do all we can to keep the 
number of cases to an abso¬ 
lute minimum.” 

He said the measures in 
place to do this includes 
mandatory training for staff 
on infection prevention and 
control, and the recruitment 
of nurses to support and edu¬ 
cate staff about the manage¬ 
ment of diarrhoea, which 
is associated with the 
condition. 

Pharmacists have also been 
recruited to work with staff 
to ensure antibiotics are pre¬ 
scribed in the most appropri¬ 
ate way. 


A doctor has appeared in 
court to deny hitting a child 
he was treating across the 
face. 

Dr Hossam Dabis, of Golf 
Side in Sutton, appeared at 
South East Surrey Magis¬ 
trates’ Court on Friday, Jan¬ 
uary 11, charged with one 
count of assault by beating. 

The 62-year-old stands ac¬ 
cused of committing the as¬ 
sault on the child at Epsom 
Hospital in August last year. 

He has pleaded not guilty 
and will stand trial at the 
court in June. 

Prosecutor Tariq Mo¬ 
hammed told the court: 
“The victim attended Epsom 
Hospital for a routine 
appointment. 

“The incident was with re¬ 
gards to a pen. The defen¬ 
dant asked the child to pick 
the pen up. Prior to doing 
it, he is alleged to have 


assaulted the child by strik¬ 
ing her face with his hand. 

“He denies the assault tak¬ 
ing place.” 

Dr Dabis is listed as a 
locum doctor specialising in 
paediatric orthopaedics and 
lower limbs on Epsom and 
St Helier University Hospi¬ 
tals NHS Trust’s website. 

When he appeared in 
court the white haired doc¬ 
tor wore glasses and a suit, 
waistcoat and tie. 

He is on unconditional 
bail. 

A spokesman for the trust 
said: “We can confirm that a 
member of our staff has ap¬ 
peared in court, following 
an allegation of common 
assault. 

“This member of staff was 
excluded from work follow¬ 
ing the alleged incident. We 
cannot comment further at 
this current time.”

Hole in the wall: The couple inside were unhurt 

Flying driver banned for two years 


The driver of a “flying 
car” that crashed through 
a couple’s bedroom wall 
while they were sleeping 
has been disqualified from 
driving for two years. 

On September 16 last 
year a silver Lexus 
smashed into the side of a 
house in Bridge Road, 
Epsom, at 3am after the 
driver missed his turning 
off Alexandra Road into 
Upper High Street. 


The car demolished a 
post box and went air¬ 
borne after smashing into 
an Audi TT and a Honda 
Jazz. Despite huge dam¬ 
age to the house and the 
car, the stunned couple 
were unhurt and the occu¬ 
pants of the vehicle es¬ 
caped with only minor 
injuries. 

Surrey Police revealed 
this week that the driver 
of the vehicle was a 


20-year-old man, from Sys- 
ton in Leicestershire, who 
pleaded guilty to driving 
without due care and at¬ 
tention and driving while 
under the influence of al¬ 
cohol at South East Sur¬ 
rey Magistrates’ Court on 
November 5. 

As well as a 24-month 
disqualification from driv¬ 
ing, he given a 12-month 
community order and a 
fine.

DRINKING BAN: A man charged 
with breaching an antisocial 
behaviour order (Asbo) 
which banned him from 
drinking anywhere in Sur¬ 
rey will stand trial in June 
after pleading not guilty to 
the offence. 

Leonard Young, 42, of Gat- 
ley Avenue, West Ewell, ap¬ 
peared at South East Surrey 
Magistrates’ Court on Jan¬ 
uary 11 where he 
denied causing harrassment, 
alarm or distress to 
a resident in Ewell - 
contrary to the three-year 
Asbo imposed for his drunk¬ 
en and abusive 
behaviour in November 
last year.

Police praise woman who fought off armed attackers 


A young woman has been 
commended for her bravery 
after fighting off two men 
believed to be carrying a 
handgun who tried to mug 
her. 

The attack happened at 
7.50pm on Sunday, January 
13, when the woman, who is 
in her early 20s, was walk¬ 
ing along Longmead Road, 


in Epsom, talking on her 
iPhone 4. 

She was approached by 
two men who tried to grab 
the phone and steal from 
her handbag. She screamed 
and fought off the pair, who 
ran off empty-handed. 

The first man, who was 
carrying the suspected 
firearm, was described as 


Indian, in his early 20s, 
slim and about 5ft 6in. He 
was wearing a dark Parka- 
style jacket, a black scarf 
over his face and a bright 
blue hat. 

The second man was 
black, about 5ft 8in and of 
larger build. 

He wore a black mask over 
his lower face and a black 


hooded top. 

Detective Constable Andy 
Cooper, of Epsom CID, said: 
“This was obviously a very 
frightening ordeal for the 
woman involved and I 
would like to commend her 
bravery for frightening 
away the offenders. 

“The fact this attack took 
place on an evening when 


there would have been plen¬ 
ty of people around demon¬ 
strates how desperate the 
offenders were and the 
lengths they were prepared 
to go to to get what they 
wanted.”

Page 3 ‘legend’ died of rare cancer 


A renowned Page 3 snapper 
who photographed thousands 
of topless models for the Sun 
newspaper died of a rare 
cancer, an inquest heard. 

Beverley Goodway, 69, who 
was the first photographer to 
work with Page 3 girls, died in 
November from mesothe¬ 
lioma, a cancer usually caused 
by exposure to asbestos. 

During more than three 
decades at the Sun Mr Good¬ 
way, who wore bow ties and 
lived in Ashtead, travelled all 
over the world and was well 
respected by his models. 

Following his death, trib¬ 
utes poured in from former 
models including Linda 
Lusardi who called him a 
“true legend” and “the ulti¬ 
mate gentleman”. 

His widow Karin also re¬ 
membered their happy years 
together and said the Page 3 
girls saw him “almost as a 
fatherly figure”. 

At Westminster Coroner’s 
Snap happy: Beverley Goodway with his Page 3 models Court Dr Radcliffe, who

recorded an open verdict, 
raised the possibility there 
could have been environmen¬ 
tal exposure in relation to 
buildings such as newsroom 
basement corridors, although 
there was no evidence of this. 

When told about his career 
she said: “I think that’s really 
very interesting.” 

Lynda Morris, from the 
coroner’s office, read out 
statements from Mr Good- 
way’s GP and hospital doctor 
and conveyed information 
from his wife who was not 
aware of him having been 
exposed to asbestos. 

However, Mrs Morris said: 
“They had had extensions 
and there was talk there was 
asbestos in the roof.” 

Mr Goodway lived with his 
family in Farm Lane, 
Ashtead, and had been 
battling prostate cancer for 
several years. 


He was admitted to the 
Royal Brompton with short¬ 
ness of breath and right-sided 
chest pain on October 16. 

A chest x-ray found that he 
had pleural effusion - fluid 
around the lungs - for which 
he underwent surgery on 
October 27. 

A biopsy revealed that he 
had biphasic mesothelioma, 
the second most common 
type of mesothelioma cancer. 

At first Mr Goodway made 
a “good recovery” after 
surgery, but as he became 
progressively worse he was 
taken to the intensive care 
unit then transferred to pal¬ 
liative care. 

Dr Radcliffe said: “His dis¬ 
ease continued to progress 
and his condition deteriorat¬ 
ed until his expected death on 
November 4. 

“I shall reach an open ver¬ 
dict because there is no evi¬ 
dence we have heard as to any 
possible contact with as¬ 
bestos in his working life.” 


Bleach attack on 26 vehicles

The attack on 26 cars in Warren 
Road, Banstead, is thought to have 
happened between 7am and 11am on 
January 4. 

Reigate and Banstead Neighbour¬ 
hood Inspector Richard Haycock said: 
“This was an impactive and disturb¬ 
ing event for the people involved. 

“The incident has potentially 
caused thousands of pounds worth of

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Visual effects pioneer 
wins Academy Award 


An inventor who developed pio¬ 
neering special effects software 
in his baby daughter’s bedroom 
“with no experience and no 
money” has won an Academy 
Award. 

The computer programme 
Philip McLauchlan helped cre¬ 
ate 13 years ago has been used in 
the making of hundreds of Hol¬ 
lywood blockbusters, including 
the Harry Potter films and 
Spider-Man. 

Next month, the Epsom man 
will fly to Beverley Hills to col¬ 
lect an Academy Award at the 
annual Scientific and Technical 
Awards Presentation held by the 
Academy of Motion Picture, 
Arts and Sciences. 

The 48-year-old will receive the 
award for his work creating the 
Mocha planar tracking and roto- 
scoping software, alongside 
Allan Jaenicke, John-Paul Smith 
and Ross Shain, at his company 
Imagineer Systems. 

The Academy praised the 
technology for its “effectiveness 
and ease of use” that has 
“resulted in widespread adop¬ 
tion of the software in the visual 
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effects industry”. 

Explaining what the software 
does, Mr McLauchlan said: “We 
looked at the problem of placing 
a special effect, like creating a 
fire in the background, on an 
image without it appearing on 
the character in front of it. 

“You want the effect in certain 
parts of the image, but not the 
whole image. 

“To do this, you draw an out¬ 
line around the character, but in 
the next frame, when the charac¬ 
ter moves, you need to draw the 
outline again and each time it 
takes 10 to 20 minutes to draw it. 

“The Mocha planar tracking 
reduces the time it takes because 
you only have to draw the out¬ 
line once.” 

The software, that was re¬ 
leased in 2001, has been built 
into the Adobe creative suite 
used in film production and has 
been used on hits such as Harry 
Potter and the Deathly Hallows, 
Black Swan and The Green 
Hornet. 


Mr McLauchlan, who worked 
as a lecturer in computer vision 
at the University of Surrey, 
started Imagineer Systems with 
Mr Jaenicke in 1999. 

He said he started it “with no 
experience and no money in a 
bedroom shared with my first 
daughter, who was born that 
year”. 

He said: “Allan and I shared a 
room with my first daughter, 
who was born in 1999. So, in¬ 
stead of a garage start-up like 
Google, we were a bedroom 
start-up. 

“I guess we haven’t made bil¬ 
lions like them, but then they 
haven’t won any Academy 
Awards. 

“Imagineer Systems has been 
successful, but we didn’t become 
millionaires so to get this recog¬ 
nition from the industry shows 
that we have had an effect. 

“Lots of people are using the 
ideas we developed back in 1999 
and that’s amazing.” 

Mr Maclauchlan now works for 
Mirriad, which creates digital 
product placement for film, TV 
and online videos. 



Join rally against fire engine cuts 


Residents are being urged to 
attend a rally on Saturday to 
oppose plans to remove one of 
Epsom’s two fire engines. 

The Epsom Guardian is en¬ 
couraging everyone, young 
and old, to demonstrate their 
feelings to Surrey Fire and 
Rescue Service (SFRS), that 
has launched a consultation 
on redeploying its teams after 
West Sussex Fire Service de¬ 
cided to pull a fire engine out 
of Horley. 

SFRS has said it wants to re¬ 
distribute services more 
equally in Surrey and “create 
a chain of single fire engine 
stations throughout Epsom 
and Ewell, and Reigate and 
Banstead”. 

Under the proposals, Epsom 


and Reigate, that currently 
have two fire engines each, 
would both lose an engine, 
with the one from Epsom, the 
most densely populated part 
of the county, being relocated 
to Burgh Heath by summer 
2014. 

Although the average time 
taken for a first fire engine to 
attend an incident in Epsom 
would increase by a minute to 
more than six minutes, the 
time for a second engine to ar¬ 
rive would nearly double - 
from just over six minutes to 
almost 12 minutes. 

In the case of all bar minor 
fires, firefighters will not 
start fighting the fire until the 
second crew arrives. 

And with manning cuts 


already affecting the avail¬ 
ability of engines, many fear 
that removing the second en¬ 
gine from Epsom will jeopar¬ 
dise lives and property. 

The rally will be held at 
11am on Saturday, January 
19, outside Epsom fire station, 
in Church Street, Epsom. All 
are welcome. 

The SFRS consultation ends 
on February 1.

Rent hike could force 
animal centre to close 


A popular family-run business is 
on the brink of closure after a 
council demanded a 167 per cent 
increase in its rent. 

Heritage Farm Nurseries in 
Wallington, an animal centre and 
aquarium that specialises in fish, 
has had to make its 20 staff re¬ 
dundant and the owners are hav¬ 
ing to leave their home of eight 
years. 

Stock has been sold, and the 
cafe, a community hub for moth¬ 
ers in the area, has been stripped, 
closed and assets sold off. 

Since the announcement on Fri¬ 
day 2,000 people have signed a pe¬ 
tition to save the business, many 
of them parents from neighbour¬ 
ing Banstead. 

Owners Fiona and Jonathan 
Daniels received a letter in 
November saying either they 
agree to what they call “extor¬ 
tionate” demands from Surrey 
County Council, including 1 per 
cent of turnover, or they would be 
kicked out. 

Now after seeing the strength of 
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public support for the business 
the council has agreed to re-open 
negotiations at a meeting this 
week. 

The council has said it is driv¬ 
ing up the rent because the busi¬ 
ness was acting commercially, 
and its previous rent was sub¬ 
sidised as it treated it as a farm. 

But the Daniels said they have 
invested more than £400,000 in 
the business and the site since it 
opened in 2004 and are a valued 
community resource. 

The site is primarily a centre 
for children to look at animals in¬ 
cluding two caimen, iguanas, tur¬ 
tles, tropical fish and a miniature 
railway. It also runs a pet shop. 

Mrs Daniels said: “Surrey 
County Council has made our 
lives hell. When we received the 
letter saying it’s their way or the 
highway before Christmas, we 
thought that was it. 

“We were told there was no 


room for negotiation. We have 
our family to think about, and 
when we were told we were going 
to be evicted, and all our assets 
taken, we decided to beat them to 
it and start selling things off - for 
peanuts really. It might be too 
late.” 

Mrs Daniels said she has been 
overwhelmed by the public sup¬ 
port and, thanks to them, the 
council has said it would meet 
this week where it hopes to 
“reach an agreement”. 

A county council spokesman 
praised the business but said: 
“Mr Daniels’ rent has not been in¬ 
creased since 2001, when his busi¬ 
ness was farming. Since then he 
has diversified into retail, made 
substantial changes to the prop¬ 
erty and grown a successful busi¬ 
ness. While we applaud Mr 
Daniels’ initiative, we have to ask 
a reasonable commercial rent, in 
line with the open market, as Sur¬ 
rey taxpayers cannot be expected 
to subsidise a successful private 
business.” 


Floodlight opponents ‘kept in the dark’

Residents opposing a school’s 
plans to install 14m flood¬ 
lights in its playing field for 
community use claim they are 
being denied vital information 
about a planning appeal. 

Rosebery School, in White¬ 
horse Drive in Epsom, submit¬ 
ted a planning application to 
Epsom and Ewell Council in 
April last year asking permis¬ 
sion to allow community use 
of its all-weather pitch until 
9.30pm on Mondays to Satur¬ 
days and on Sundays until 
6pm. 

The plans, which were op¬ 
posed by residents living in a 
nearby conservation area be¬ 
cause of the perceived traffic 
and parking problems, noise, 
light spillage and visual im¬ 
pact they would have, were re¬ 
jected by the council in June. 

But the school appealed the 
decision to the planning in¬ 
spectorate in November, sub¬ 
mitting new documents to 
counter claims the floodlights 


would cause light spillage, 
traffic and noise. Now resi¬ 
dents are up in arms claiming 
they have not been allowed a 
proper chance to see and ob¬ 
ject to these new submissions. 

But a council spokesman in¬ 
sisted it had notified the “hun¬ 
dreds of people” who had 
expressed an interest in the 
planning application and 


informed them that January 
21 is the deadline for further 
comments by third parties. 

He said: “We have made the 
appellant’s supporting evi¬ 
dence available to those who 
have asked both in hard copy 
and electronically and put the 
documents on our website so 
that they can be viewed more 
readily.” 
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MP calls public meeting on hospital’s future 


Epsom’s MP is organising a pub¬ 
lic meeting to discuss the future 
of threatened Epsom Hospital. 

The meeting will be held on 
February 7 at Blenheim High 
School, in Epsom and MP Chris 
Grayling is encouraging all resi¬ 
dents and campaigners to attend. 

Mr Grayling said: “The idea of 
closing acute services at both 
Epsom and St Helier seems com¬ 
pletely unrealistic. 

“It would leave a gap in provi¬ 
sion running from St George’s to 
Guildford, and in the case of ma¬ 
ternity, where there are 4,500 
births across the two hospitals, it 
would require other hospitals 
to absorb the equivalent of a 
large maternity unit in a major 
hospital. 

“I want the future of Epsom to

be decided in a Surrey context, 
and not a London one. 

“Since we now know that the 
financial position at Epsom is not 
nearly as bad as was suggested a 
couple of months ago, the process 
of splitting Epsom from St Helier 
and looking at Epsom’s future in 
that context should restart. 

“It is very obvious that our own 


local doctors should have the 
main input in what happens. 

“And yet the provisional recom¬ 
mendations have been put for¬ 
ward without them even having 
the chance to have their say. 

“I have, therefore, written to all 
of our GPs to ask them their 
views on the future of Epsom, so 
we can put those to the Better 
Services Better Value team. 

“If a good majority of our local 
doctors say they want to see 
changes, we will have to listen to 
them. But at the moment things 
seem to be moving ahead without 
them even having the chance to 
express their views.” 

The public meeting will be held 
at 7pm on Thursday, February 7, 
in the main hall at Blenheim 
High School, in Longmead Road. 


Council told there is 
no threat to hospital 


Epsom and Ewell Council has said 
it has been “unequivocally” as¬ 
sured that Epsom Hospital will not 
close as a result of the Better Ser¬ 
vices Better Value (BSBV) review. 

The assurance was given at a 
meeting between Epsom Council’s 
health liaison panel and the NHS 
team behind the BSBV review, 
which was also attended by repre¬ 
sentatives from Reigate and Ban- 
stead Council and Surrey Downs 
clinical commissioning group. 

Dr Mike Bailey, joint medical di¬ 
rector of BSBV, said the review 
aimed to improve patient treat¬ 
ment, and take greater advantage 
of the advances in clinical care 
technology, medical practices and 
health-staff knowledge. 

Rachel Tyndall, of the BSBV 
team, said no decisions have been 
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made and any changes to services 
would come into force in 2017. 

A council spokesman said Dr 
Bailey assured councillors that 
clinicians were recommending 
that all five hospitals in the review 
- Epsom, St Helier, Kingston, 
Croydon and St George’s - would 
continue to have some form of 
emergency care. 

Three of the hospitals would 
have full accident and emergency 
(A&E) facilities that would operate 
a service over and above that 
which is currently undertaken, in¬ 
cluding 24/7 provision of on-hand 
access to senior consultants. The 
remaining two hospitals would 
have urgent care centres. 


The spokesman said Dr Bailey 
emphasised that there had been 
significant advances in the level of 
care and knowledge of para¬ 
medics and the technology avail¬ 
able in an emergency ambulance, 
and clarified that emergency jour¬ 
ney times from the region to an 
A&E department would not ex¬ 
ceed existing clinical guidelines. 

The spokesman said: “The team 
from BSBV stated unequivocally 
that, under their review, there was 
a role for Epsom Hospital. 

“It was envisaged that an exten¬ 
sive package of services, up to 
about 80 per cent of what is under¬ 
taken now, will continue to be pro¬ 
vided at all five sites covered by 
the review. 

“Work is on-going within the re¬ 
view to look at the feasibility of a 
stand-alone, midwife-led materni¬ 
ty unit. 

“A separate inpatient surgery 
centre will be recommended, 
to ensure planned operations are 
not disrupted or delayed by 
emergencies.” 

Councillor George Crawford, 
chairman of the Epsom and Ewell 
health liaison committee, said the 
meeting provided “some very posi¬ 
tive messages for residents”, but 
there are “still significant areas of 
uncertainty”. 

He added: “We wait to see the full 
recommendations from the review 
and will continue to lobby for what 
is best for the residents of Epsom 
and Ewell. 

“We will continue to seek the 
views of residents as this will de¬ 
termine how the council formally 
responds to the consultation.” 
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Public sector union dismisses review 


The Better Services Better 
Value (BSBV) review has been 
dismissed as a “sham” by the 
country’s biggest public sector 
trade union. 

Martin Walker, regional offi¬ 
cer at Unison, said the recom¬ 
mendation announced by the 
BSBV programme board last 
Wednesday, January 9, that two 


accident and emergency and 
maternity services would be 
cut across the region, clearly 
points to Epsom and St Helier 
Hospitals, even though consul¬ 
tation on Epsom’s inclusion in 
the review has just started. 

He said: “In theory we can’t 
say which hospitals have been 
earmarked, but everyone 


knows there’s no doubt that it’s 
Epsom and St Helier. 

“The BSBV team said they are 
in the consultation period, but 
it’s a sham consultation. 

“The plans are being rushed 
through, with little regard to 
clinical need, to meet the 
swingeing cuts imposed by the 
coalition Government.” 


Consultation ‘a proper process’ 


A consultation meeting 
on Tuesday about what 
the Better Services Bet¬ 
ter Value (BSBV) review 
means for Epsom Hospi¬ 
tal has been praised as a 
“proper process”. 

The two-and-a-half- 
hour meeting for key 
stakeholders, organised 
by the BSBV team and 
run by an independent 
research organisation, 
was held at Epsom 
Downs Racecourse. 

About 100 people, in¬ 
cluding representatives 
from patient groups, 
local authorities and the 
voluntary sector, heard- 
presentations and partic¬ 
ipate in discussions with 
GP commissioners from 
London and Surrey. 

Hospital campaigner 


Rosemary Najim, said: 
“They twice broke for 
table discussions with 
stakeholders, taking 
down comments from 
the discussions and pass¬ 
ing the microphone to 
each table so people 
could ask questions. 

“They took written 
questions from those 
who didn’t have a chance 
to ask their questions. 
Everything was well-ex- 
plained. It was a proper 
process. 


“But the question is 
whether anybody will 
take any notice.” 

But Bob Mackison, 
who also attended, said: 
“All they were doing was 
telling you want they 
were trying to do, which 
was improving the 
healthcare in hospitals. 

“They said no decisions 
have been made with re¬ 
gards to the future of 
any specific hospital, but 
these chaps have made 
up their minds.”

War may end soon 


War gamers will have to 
vacate a World War II tun¬ 
nel complex if plans to 
convert it into a maximum 
security bank vault for 
precious metals go ahead. 

From outside the fenced 
site, 15 minutes walk from 
the centre of Epsom, there 
is nothing to show the 
trees mask the entrance to 
a huge bomb shelter. 

John, the man who runs 
Elite Action Games, 
which uses the tunnels for 
airsoft war games agreed 
to show us round, provid¬ 
ed we did not reveal the 
exact location or his full 
name. 

He led us through gates 
down a tree-lined slope to 
the metal entrance. 

We went through the 
high brick entrance tun¬ 
nel into the complex, 
walking passed fake dan¬ 
ger signs for the war 
games that take place on 
Wednesday and Saturdays. 

Up to 30 people take 
part, paying £25, to try 
their hand as a “tunnel 
rat”- acting out the fero¬ 
cious fighting that took 
place in tunnels during 
the Vietnam War. 

Passing a room that was 
used as a warden’s office 
during the war we stopped 
underneath a hole in the 

i 


ceiling and John told us to 
look up. A model skeleton 
dropped down from the 
darkness. 

He said: “You have to 
have a sense of humour in 
these places.” 

Our torches lit the way 
through the men’s toilets 
and then through the for¬ 
mer medical point. 

In another corridor pick 
marks could be seen on 
the chalk walls and John 
said there would have 
been benches there during 
the war. 

Airsoft plastic pellets, 
some of which glowed in 
the dark, were scattered 
on the muddy ground. 

At one point we had to 
walk through shallow 
flood water as the ventila¬ 
tion shafts had been 
blocked in to stop children 
climbing down. 

At the end we went to the 
action games safe zone 
where we fired plastic pel¬ 
lets that pinged down the 
room. Suddenly the lights 
began to flicker signalling 
we had about a minute to 
leave the tunnels before the 
generator ran out of fuel.

Disused Blitz tunnels to 
be turned into bank vault

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Hundreds of millions of 
pounds worth of gold and other 
precious metals could be stored 
in tunnels under Epsom built 
to protect people from the Blitz. 

Planning permission has 
been granted to turn the 
2,000sq m of tunnels off Ash¬ 
ley Road into a vault for pre¬ 
cious metals. 

The tunnels, which run 50ft 
under chalk, were built at the 
start of World War II to shelter 
more than 2,000 people from 
German bombs. 

But they were rarely used 
and are now only home to 
bats, as well as being used 
twice a week by Elite Action 
Games for airsoft wargames. 

Dr Wilem Frischmann, a 
leading engineer who de¬ 
signed Tower 42, received per¬ 
mission from Epsom Council’s 
planning committee in August 
for the conversion. 

A letter submitted with the 
application described Barclays 
Capital as the potential end 
user, although Barclays said 


this week it had no interest in 
the site. 

With insurers setting a limit 
to the amount of gold they will 
insure at any one location and 
with the price of gold soaring, 
banks around the world are 
under pressure to find new lo¬ 
cations to store bullion. 

Dr Frischmann bought the 
site at an auction 10 years ago 
and said he was talking to a 


number of interested banks 
about making it into a vault. 

He said: “If it is possible for 
people to live there when it is 
bombed, it will be a good place 
to have precious metals. 
Banks constantly want to 
store gold and there is a short¬ 
age of space.” 

The plans include the 
creation of an extension at the 
front for offices with an access 


ramp to the vault below. The 
development could employ up 
to five people. A portion of the 
existing tunnel network 
would be reserved for bats 
after a survey in March found 
evidence of Natterer’s bats. 

Dr Frischmann, a holocaust 
survivor, went on to design 
Centre Point in central Lon¬ 
don and is now chairman of 
Pell Frischmann & Partners.

Bomb remnants given to history group 


Remnants of a doodlebug flying 
bomb that destroyed a pub have 
been handed over to a history 
group after being kept in a loft for 
years. 

Muriel Holyman, 99, who was 
named in the New Year’s Honours 
list, gave the remnants to the 
Banstead history research group. 

The V-l flying bomb destroyed 
the Woolpack pub, in Banstead, 
and pieces landed just 10 feet from 
Miss Holyman’s mother, Hilda, at 
her home in Fiddicroft Avenue in 
1944. 

Miss Holyman said: “My mother 
was in the garden so she threw 
herself down and the bomb fell 
just feet away.” 

The family had kept the rem¬ 
nants ever since and handed them 
over to the history group after 
clearing out the loft. 

Miss Holyman said: “I couldn’t 
keep it. I had to find a home for it.” 

The pieces are now kept at the 
Banstead History Centre, in

Banstead library, and a volunteer 
used the largest chunk outside the 
pub as part of a World War II walk 
recently. 

Colin Sutherland, who took the 
V-l piece out of his rucksack to 
show to walkers, was made an 
MBE for services to the communi¬ 
ty and named alongside Miss Holy- 
man in the New Year’s Honours 
list. 

Mr Sutherland said the flying 


bomb fell in June 1944, shortly 
after D-Day. 

He said: “It shattered the build¬ 
ing and completely demolished the 
old buildings on the other side of 
the road as well. 

“That resulted in the council de¬ 
molishing the rest of the Wool- 
pack, which rather neatly enabled 
them to widen the road there.” 

A total of 37 VI doodlebugs and 
two V2 rockets fell on Banstead 
during the war. 

Mr Sutherland said: “They 
weren’t aiming for Banstead, they 
were aiming for London, but didn’t 
quite make it. 

“South-east London got more V- 
ls than anyone else because the 
Germans were aiming them at cen¬ 
tral London but their aim was a bit 
off. 

“There was a big intelligence war 
going on and we tried to make 
them think they were hitting cen¬ 
tral London, but of course they 
weren’t.”

Devastation: The Waterloo Road bombing

Hundreds of bombs rained down 
on Epsom during World War II - 
14 miles away from the epicentre 
of German bombing in central 
London. 

A fascinating new interactive 
map, Bomb Sight, allows people to 
discover the toll Germany’s aerial 
bombardment took on their own 
doorstep during the Blitz, be¬ 
tween October 1940 and June 
1941. 

Users can also submit pho¬ 
tographs to the site and share 
their memories of the time. 

The map of Epsom shows that 
high explosive bombs were 
dropped on locations including 
Waterloo Road, Epsom College, 
Hook Road, Upper High Street, 
Epsom Common and Alexandra 
Road during the Blitz. 

According to David Brooks, mu¬ 
seum assistant at Bourne Hall, 
134 high explosive bombs and 
parachute mines have been docu¬ 
mented falling on Epsom and 
Ewell between September 1940 
and June 1944, including seven 
unexploded bombs that were 
dealt with by the Royal 
Engineers. 

Records indicate that many 
more, a total of 440 high explosive 



bombs and two parachute mines, 
were actually dropped over the 
area, but the locations of most 
have never been confirmed. 

In all, 25 people were killed and 
168 injured during the World War 
II air raids. 

Mr Brooks said that Epsom 
played an important role in pro¬ 
tecting central London from inva¬ 
sion during the war as the area 
was a key outer defence line. 

He said: “The main objective of 
the invading German forces 
would have been the capture of 
London and a system of defences 
was put in place from June 1940 to 
meet this. 

“The Outer London Defence 
Line was a continuous obstacle of 
rivers, canals, machine-dug 
ditches and road blocks covered 
by fortified houses, barbed wire, 
minefields and dragons’ teeth - 
pyramidal-shaped fortifications 
aiming to impede the movement 


of tanks. 

“This defence line followed 
Christ Church Road, facing 
Epsom Common, until it got to 
Hollywood House, where it cut 
away from the road behind the 
house into the grounds of the 
then Manor Park Hospital, to the 
point where they can still be seen 
today. 

“There was a fortified house at 
the corner of West Hill Avenue, 
with the line leaving the borough 
at Epsom College.” 

He said there were also anti-air¬ 
craft guns mounted on the Hor¬ 
ton light railway, within Horton 
Country Park, on carriages that 
moved up and down the line.

Homeowners and landlords 
will have to pay full council tax 
on second homes and proper¬ 
ties undergoing major repair 
work from April. 

Until now there has been a 10 
per cent discount for second 
homes and year-long exemp¬ 
tion for homes needing major 
repairs in Epsom and Ewell. 

But the Local Government 
Finance Act 2012 has given 
councils the chance to set their 
own rates from April. 

So the council has decided to 
axe the discounts in a bid to fill 
the financial black hole caused 
by the Government cutting 
funding for the new localised 
council tax benefit scheme. 

In addition, the current six- 
month exemption for unoccu¬ 
pied and unfurnished homes 
will be reduced to just one 
month. 

Although the scheme is ex¬ 
pected to raise around £450,000, 
the council will only be able to 
keep £50,000. 

A council spokesman said 
said: “There is also a push to 
bring empty housing into use.” 

But Simon Caird, managing 
director of Cairds estate 
agents, in Epsom, said reduc¬ 
ing the exemption for empty

homes would hit private 
renters. 

Mr Caird said: “If you have 
property on the market to let 
and you can’t rent it you are 
going to be paying out council 
tax after a month. 

“What they are effectively 
doing is hitting out at the peo¬ 
ple who are providing accom¬ 
modation. It could put people 
off investing in property.” 

He said he did not think peo¬ 
ple had second homes in 
Epsom, but changes would ac¬ 
tually impact pensioners who 
can no longer live at home. 

He said: “That’s going to hit 
the elderly, who may have to go 
into sheltered temporary care, 
but may not have given up 
their homes. It’s just not fair.” 

However, Councillor Neil 
Dallen said landlords make a 
fair amount of money when 
renting out houses and council 
tax was part of running a 
business. 

Coun Dallen said: “There are 
swings and roundabouts when 
they are running a business.” 

He said pensioners unable to 
live at home would actually face 


other much larger expenses, 
such as costs paid to estate 
agents, when selling up. 

He said: “The costs of selling 
a house are relatively large 
compared to the relatively 
small amount they have to pay 
in council tax. 

“Let’s just put this into per¬ 
spective. We knew when we 
made these changes that peo¬ 
ple are going to be hit. 

“We are trying to minimise 
the hit on people who can least 
afford to pay.” 

Coun Dallen said: “If you can 
afford a second home you can 
afford the council tax. If a fur¬ 
nished property can be lived in, 
it should be lived in because we 
have a shortage of housing.” 

• In Reigate and Banstead 
there will be no discount on 
second homes, but a 28-day ex¬ 
emption for homes either un¬ 
dergoing repairs or left empty. 

A spokeswoman said: “The 
borough has a shortage of 
properties for those in housing 
need and the changes aim to 
bring empty homes back into 
use more quickly. 

“It will also enable us to raise 
additional council tax revenue 
for us and the other authorities 
we collect on behalf of.”

Sewage leak 
at flood pub 


A pub has come under fire for 
a sewage leak during a pathol¬ 
ogy team’s work dinner just 
before Christmas. 

Last week staff at the Mar¬ 
quis of Granby, in Epsom, 
were praised for working 
through the night on Christ¬ 
mas Eve to fight sewage and 
flooding and make sure fami¬ 
lies could enjoy their dinners. 

But after reading the article 
members of Epsom Hospital’s 
pathology reception contact¬ 
ed the Epsom Guardian com¬ 
plaining that the sewage 
problem was there in early 
December when they had to 
eat “surrounded by faeces”. 

They said there was a bad 
smell and a plumber fixing a 
pipe during their Christmas 
meal on December 6. 

Team member Emeshe 
Grew said two other cus¬ 
tomers informed them that 
raw sewage was actually com¬ 
ing through the floor. 

Ms Grew said: “As we work 
for the NHS, we are more than 
aware of this being a health 
and safety issue which has 
not at all been dealt with. 

“The leak should have been 
dealt with or the area cor¬ 
doned off and the pub should 
have been closed completely 
until the issue was fully 
resolved. 

“Waitresses and staff were 
obviously then, walking 
through the leak to and from 
the kitchen while serving food 
and drinks.” 

Manager Craig Herbert said 
he had been off work, except 
for a few days over Christmas,

following the death of 
his mother. 

However, he said he wanted 
to keep his customers happy 
and was giving the 17-strong 
pathology team a meal for two 
each, plus a bottle of wine as 
compensation. 

Mr Herbert said he was 
sympathetic but the malodor¬ 
ous water leak was out of 
their control and staff acted 
accordingly to shut the pub. 

He said: “The first time we 
have any sewage problems 
was after their Christmas 
meal. 

“We closed the kitchen 
straightaway as soon as we re¬ 
alised what it was. 

“After that there were no 
real sewage problems until 
Christmas Eve.” 

Eight staff at the pub 
worked hard to make sure the 
leak was stopped and area 
disinfected by Christmas 
morning. 

Mr Herbert said they had 
the drainage system cleared 
twice in three weeks and the 
problem had not come back 
since. 

He said he was meeting the 
contractor this month to find 
a permanent solution to 
stop water coming up through 
the drain gully inside the 
pub. 

He said he is also waiting to 
hear from the council as the 
pipe appeared blocked from 
the road end, adding: “I just 
want to get this resolved.”

More families will 
opt to rent in 2013 


More families will choose to rent 
rather than buy in the next 12 
months with demand for rental 
properties outstripping supply in 
London and the south east. 

That’s the prediction from the 
Association of Residential 
Letting Agents (ARLA) which has 
just revealed its predictions for 
the UK property market for 2013. 

Ian Potter, managing director of 
ARLA, said the lack of affordable 
mortgage finance coupled with 
borrowing caution from 

consumers will result in more 
families choosing to rent rather 
than buy in the next 12 months. 

Mr Potter said: “The private

Mr Potter suggested that 2013 
will not see a slowdown in rent 
levels. “When it comes to rent 
levels, as long as the shortage of 
housing stock continues, it is 
unlikely that there will be any 
relief on rising rents throughout 
2013. Indeed, in urban areas the 
demand for single person 
occupancies may well continue 
throughout 2013, which will 
increase the existing pressure on 
high demand properties and 
areas,” he said.
